Since 1968, Frank W. Norwood has been the chief executive officer of the 
Joint Council on Educational Telecommunications, a consortium of national and 
regional organizations in education, public broadcasting and telecommuni- 
cations, and library and information services. The JCET was founded in 1950 
as the Joint Committee on Educational Television. Its purpose was to per 
suade the Federal Communications Commission and the Congress that broadcast 
channels should be reserved for noncommercial television. For thirty years, 
the JCET has been education's established mechanism for dealing with emerging 
communications technologies and changing public communications policy at the 
national and international levels. 


In the early 1970's, the JCET played a principal role in the successful ef- 
fort to propose an international frequency allocation for broadcasting 
satellites at 2.5 GHz. The adoption of this proposal by the 1971 World 
Administrative Radio Confererce opened the way for the Heal th/Education 
Telecommunications experiments on NASA's ATS-6 satellite. Working closely 
with the National Aeronautics and Space Administration, the JCET played a 
role in the ATS-6 experiments and those undertaken on the Communications 

. Technology Satellite, a joint venture of the U.S. and Canada—and the world's 
most powerful broadcasting satellite. Mr. Norwood served as the chairman of 
the Evaluation Working Group for U.S. experiments, and helped to organize the 
Joint Users' Meeting from which he produced the first U.S.—Canadian tele- 
vision broadcast transmitted by CTS. 


Before joining the JCET, he served as Program Associate for Higher Education 
at what is now the Agency for Instructional Television, in Bloomington, 
Indiana, where he held a joint appointment as Associate Professor of Radio 
Television at Indiana University. Previously, for almost ten years, he had 
been on the faculty of San Diego State, serving as well as Television Coor- 
dinator and as manager of San Diego State's public radio station. He was one 
of the founders of the Public Service Satellite Consortium. 


He writes and lectures extensively on communications technology and public 
policy. Recent works include "Technology in the Service of Rural Education" 
for the National Institute of Education (1980); "The Impact of Satellites on 
Networks,” for the FCC Network Inquiry Special Staff (1980); “The Emerging 
Telecommumications Environment," in Networks for Networkers (1980); and 
"Communications Satellites in the United States: Present Status, Future 


Prospects, in Progress in Communications Sciences (1979). He was the 


principal script writer for the television segments of the college course, 
Topics in Small Business Management (1980). 


Mr. Norwood has been consultant to the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, the Carnegie Commission on Non-Traditional Study, and the Sloan 
Foundation, among others. He has lectured at the Royal Society (London), the 
Latin American Institute of Educational Commmications (Mexico City), the 
East-West Center (Honolulu), and in Europe for the U.S. International 
Communications Agency. He has presented papers at the International 
Astronautical Federation Congresses in Prague (1977) and Munich (1979).
